HE  COULDN'T  WALK.     SURGICAL  TREATMENT,  GOOD 
FOOD  AND   SUNSHINE   HAVE     MADE   HIM   A  VERY 
INDEPENDENT    LITTLE  FELLOW. 
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TO  THE  FRIENDS  OF  THE  BABIES'  WARDS:— 


Forty-four  years  ago  the  Babies'  Wards  of  Post  Graduate  Hospital 
opened.  One  little  ward  with  six  beds.  Year  by  year  it  has  grown, 
adding  up  to  date  and  scientific  equipment  and  discarding  equipment 
and  methods  that  were  not  the  best.  To-day  we  see  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  a  small  hospital,  complete  in  every  detail.  There  are  eight 
wards  with  beds  for  sixty  children.  There  is  the  Surgical  Division, 
the  Medical  Division,  the  Operating  Room,  just  for  the  children,  a 
modern  diet  kitchen  with  electric  refrigeration,  a  play  room  with  the 
roof  and  walls  of  quartz  glass  that  every  ray  of  sunshine  may  get  in 
its  good  work  on  the  children.  And  when  New  York  doesn't  have  sun- 
shine— and  with  the  smoke  nuisance  we  are  often  days  without  it — there 
is  a  room  with  a  Sun  Lamp,  where  the  children  are  given  artificial 
sunshine. 

The  wards  are  so  attractive,  pretty  pink  and  blue  walls,  blankets 
on  each  crib  are  colorful — blue  or  pink,  and  as  one  mother,  who  dreaded 
leaving  her  sick  baby  in  the  hospital  said  after  she  had  been  brought 
up  stairs  to  see  the  wards,  "Oh!  its  as  beautiful  as  heaven  here,  I'm 
sure  Peter  will  be  happy!"  While  the  first  thought  of  those  concerned 
with  the  management  of  these  Babies'  Wards  is  to  provide  skilled  medi- 
cal and  nursing  care  in  a  scientifically  equipped  modern  hospital,  the 
need  for  making  the  wards  attractive  and  pleasing  to  the  children  and 
their  parents  has  never  been  overlooked. 

Forty-four  years  old  and  fifty  thousand  little  children  have  been 
taken  in  and  cared  for.  During  the  past  year  sixteen  hundred  sixty-one 
babies  and  little  children  were  treated  and  cared  for  in  these  wards. 

Dr.  Dennett,  Chief  Physician,  who  addressed  the  Committee  at  its 
Annual  Meeting  this  year,  said  :  "I  cannot  conceive  of  any  institution 
that  has  a  more  delightful  spirit  than  has  our  Babies'  Wards.  No 
hospital  of  any  kind  can  fulfil  its  true  mission  without  this  spirit.  The 
thought  and  time  and  money  that  the  members  of  your  board  give  to 
these  wards  is  given  with  a  spirit  of  generosity  and  kindly  helpfulness, 
and  the  nurses  and  the  internes  and  all  of  the  attending  physicians  per- 
form their  duties,  not  in  a  perfunctory  manner,  Init  with  a  spirit  of 
pleasure  in  the  service.  I  am  in  the  wards  some  part  of  each  day  and  I 
see  these  little  patients  getting  not  only  all  that  mdicine  can  give  them 
but  kindness  and  tenderness  as  well." 
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A  service  wliich  tyi)ihes  this  spirit  is  the  ward  which  is  set  aside 
for  mothers.  When  an  infant  comes  into  the  ivards  ill  and  needs  mother's 
milk,  the  mother  is  accommodated  in  the  ward  so  her  ])aby  will  have 
the  I)est  possible  cb.ance  and  she  will  have  peace  of  mind. 

I  wish  there  were  some  way  we  could  share  with  all  the  friends 
of  the-  Babies'  Wards  the  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  those  of  us 
who  have  the  privilege  of  intimate  contact  with  the  work  enjoy.  It  is 
tremendously  satisfying  to  see  one  of  the  children  ready  to  go  home, 
tanned  and  health}-  looking,  when  one  realizes  that  five  or  six  weeks  ago 
he  was  brought  into  our  wards  criticall}'  ill  and  chances  for  recovery 
seemed  but  slight. 

It  is  satisfying  too,  to  see  young  doctors  come  to  the  wards  for 
Post  Graduate  training  under  the  specialists  who  are  the  Attending 
Staff.  They  go  to  all  parts  of  the  ountry  to  care  for  sick  children. 
A  short  time  ago  we  were  told  of  a  child  who  became  very  ill  in  a 
remote  rural  section  of  New  England.  The  County  doctor  could  not 
make  a  diagnosis.  Some  one  knew  of  a  doctor  in  an  adjoining  county 
who  had  just  returned  from  the  New  York  Post  Graduate  Hospital 
Babies'  Wards.  He  was  sent  for  and  diagnosed  the  disease  and  treated 
it  successfully.  It  was  one  of  the  diseases  the  Babies'  Wards  physicians 
had  been  studying  while  he  was  there.  While  research  is  not  a  primary 
objective  of  this  hospital,  a  certain  amount  has  always  been  included 
and  valuable  discoveries  have  been  made.  At  present  an  interesting 
research  in  the  treatment  of  epilepsy  is  being  conducted  and  in  a  few 
months  twelve  children  have  been  cured. 

The  value  of  this  work  is  incalculable,  not  only  to  the  babies  who 
are  cared  for  within  our  wards  but  to  the  thousands  who  are  cared 
for  by  the  doctors  who  came  to  this  hos])ital  for  training  from  all  parts 
of  the  world.

The  Babies"  Wards  has  lost  an  old  and  tried  friend.
